MPG Figures 


The Environm ental Protection Agency and the 
Federal Energy Administration recently released a 
complete list of the results from fuel economy tests 
perform ed on all 1976 model cars sold in the U.S. 
The figures as released were encouraging, with the 
1976 models averaging 12 8 per cent better fuel 
economy than 1975 models 
This improvement, coupled with last y ear's gain, 
constitutes a 26 6 per cent fuel economy improvement 
for 1976 cars over those made in 1974 
The improvements noted mean that auto m akers 
have gone m ore than halfway since 1974 in achieving 
the President's goal of 40 per cent automobile fuel 
economy improvement by 1980. 
The statistics show the new 1976 autos, on an in­ 
dustry-wide basis, average 17 6 miles per gallon of 
gasoline The average figure for 1975 cars was 15.6 
miles per gallon, and 13.9 in 1974 
These 
im provements 
are 
impressive 
and 
do 
represent a m ajor effort to improve the efficiency of 
today's cars. 
The figures as certified in the tests, however, 
usually prove much more glowing than what is ac­ 
tually realized by the owner 
The 
EPA 
conducts 
the 
mileage 
tests at 
its 
laboratory in Ann Arbor. Mich Cars are placed on a 
m achine—a dynam om eter—and are driven on pre-set 
city 
and 
highway 
driving 
schedules 
Exhaust 
emissions collected during the two tests are used to 
calculate the miles-per-gallon figure. 
This year, the EPA also combined the city and 
highway figures for a third figure which is based on 
Federal Highway Administration estim ates that the 
average motorist does 55 per cent on the highway. 
The m ajor problem with the tests and the highly- 
touted claim s that often result from them is that the 
laboratory tests rarely reflect accurate figures of 
expectation 
Many new car owners have purchased the vehicles 
partly based on the mileage test figures that must 
appear on every new model 
Figures of 40 miles per gallon or more rarely 
materialize, however, with the sam e frequency that 
stickers indicate 
The EPA should move out of the laboratory and 
conduct their tests in actual driving conditions Then. 
wind and other factors that reduce mileage during 
normal driving will play a part in the mileage results. 
which will thus be more realistic. 
Of course, even with the most accurate tests, the 
different driving habits of drivers play a m ajor role in 
the actual mileage a car will deliver. 
Some factors that contribute to this include jack­ 
rabbit 
starts 
and jerky 
acceleration 
that can 
decrease fuel economy by 30 per cent and the use of 
air conditioning, w hich can chop 20 per cent from the 
figures. 
Excessive idling, underinflated tires and improper 
front wheel alignment can also decrease mileage. 
One factor to consider in the improved mileage 
figures reported is that m ore small cars are being 
produced—and bought as fast as they can be made. 
This is a growing trend which will continue into the 
future The cars are not necessarily cheaper, but are 
being designed to offer many big-car features which 
Americans have become accustomed to with a little 
less excess bulk

The study 
for a sausage casing manufac­ 
turer shows franks are served 
in 95 per cent of all homes in 
the United States 
But even the manufacturer 
was surprised to find that most 
hot dogs are eaten as the main 
dish at a meal, not as a snack 
Another surprise 
adults eat 
more hot dogs than children, 
and women eat more hot dogs 
than men 
The study by Market Facts, 
Inc , for the Films Packaging 
Division 
of 
Union 
Carbide, 
described the heaviest users as 
child-oriented mothers repre 


senting 
32 per 
cent 
of 
all 
American 
households 
They 
bought 41 per cent of all the hot 
dogs reported in a given four 
week period

Higher Crop Supports Proposed 
Emphasis On Stable Prices Seen 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - F u­ 
ture governm ent farm policies 
1 should put m ore em phasis on 
efforts to stabilize supplies and 
smooth out wide swings in food 
and fiber prices, a National 
Planning 
Association 
report 
recom m ends. 
The report, drafted for the 
NPA’s A griculture Committee 
by 
University 
of 
Missouri 
economist 
Harold 
Breim yer, 
said key ingredients of a new 
policy should include higher 
crop support loans to set floors 
under commodity prices and a 
m ore 
form al 
program 
of 
commodity reserves. 
Building a reserve, Breim yer 
added, is particularly im portant 
if the governm ent continues to 
negotiate long term food supply 
deals like the five year grain 
deal signed with the Soviet 
Union last year. 
B reim yer said if an increas­ 
ing proportion of each y e ar’s 
crop is going to be locked up in 
advance in 
foreign 
commit 
m ents. 
A m erican 
consum ers 
would find them selves “ residu­ 
al claim ants” 
able to get 
only what was left over after 
all overseas orders had been 
filled. In years of short crops, 
the Missouri economist indicat 
ed this could threaten high food 
prices for consum ers 
unless 
reserves were available. 
Without reserves, Breim yer 
said, consum ers would rebel 
against the “ residual claim ant" 
role. 
The economist said existing 
law is weighted in favor of 
grain and cotton farm ers and 
against the interests of lives 
lock producers. The law pro­ 
vides 
protection 
for 
crop 
p ro d u cers by providing defi 
ciency paym ents if their prices 
drop, 
"but 
it does little or 
nothing to stabilize the supply 
and 
price 
of 
feedstuffs 
to 
livestock and poultry 
produ­ 
cers, of food to U S consum ers, 
or of the several comm odities 
to export buyers,” he said. 


NUA otticials said the report 
was drafted because “now is a

economist Prof. J. H Atkinson 
said today.

more to lower the price of 
grain than to raise it.” 
He noted that several factors 
indictate that there will be no 
change in the farm economic 
clim ate, at least not this year. 
He said current prospects are 
for good crops this year, that 
much land is already plowed, 
fertilizer is in good supply, 
farm ers are highly mechanized 
and

clearing, 
fence 
removal and drainage 
“ In this setting, it appears 
likely that land prices will not 
increase

until

economist said 
In

occurred because of drought 
and the change in 1975 was 
from Russian grain purchases 


Atkinson said another drought, 
which is already building in the 
corn 
belt 
and 
C alifornia’s 
fertile valley, or a repetition of 
the foreign grain sale could 
result in stronger land prices. 


“ On the other hand, generally 
good 
crops 
throughout 
the 
world this year could create 
prospects for corn prices under 
$2 per bushel at harvest and 
result in some w eakness in land 
prices,’’ he said 
While 
operating 
farm ers, 
especially those with excess 
labor and m achinery capacity, 
continue to be in the most 
favorable position to buy land, 
he said land is also still in 
dem and with som e non-farm ers 
as a hedge against inflation He 
said investor-ow ners can expect 
their operating return on the 
current value of land to drop 
well below the farm m ortgage 
interest rate if corn pricers 
approach the $2 a bushel level. 
The situation is different for
